SUBJECT: Acquisition of Property 


1, A careful survey of the property surrounding the 
headquarters building of the Agency at Langley resulted in the 
determination that additional land should bs purchased to protect 
effectively security of the headquarters building. The attached 
map (TAB 1) Indicates two unimproved pieces of property of approxi- 
mately thirteen (13) acres sach (Vlnsr and Kaufman), a part or all 
of which lies within a 1400-foot radius of the building which should 
be purchased. In addition, there are two small improved lots of 
slightly more than an acre which should be purchased (Falin and Sterrett). 
The total acreage involved is approximately 29 acres. An estimated 
value of these properties is $362, 000. The building is otherwise 
basically protected through Government ownership of the land* 
including the Bureau of Public Roads and tee George Washington 
National Memorial Parkway. 

2. Recent activities indicate an Intent of tee owners to 
request rescuing to permit construction of a high-rise apartment. 
Naturally such a building would aggravate the existing dangers.
